Census Report Show* Prosperity of 
Industries. 
W ashington, Oct. 5.—A prelim inary 
statem ent of the general results of 
the thirteenth United States census 
of m anufacture* of the state of Penn­ 
sylvania was issued by Census Direc­ 
tor Durand. 
It includes a sum m ary com paring 
the figures of 19(14 and 1909, by state 
totals, prepared under the direction of 
William M. Steuart, chief statistician 
for m anufactures, bureau of th e te n ­ 
ses. 
The capital invested as reported in 
1909 
was 
$2,749.Ooh,ooo, a gain of 
$752,169,000, or 38 per cent, over $1.- 
995.837.000 in 1904. The average capi­ 
tal per establishm ent 
was 
approxi­ 
mately $100,000 in 19**9 and $85,OOO in 
1904. 
The cost of m aterials used was $1, 
582.560.000 in 1909, as against $1,142,- 
943.000 in 1904, an increase of $439,- 
H 17,000 or 38 per cent. The average 
cost of m aterials per establishm ent 
was approxim ately $57,000 in 19**9 and 
$49,000 in 1904. 
The value added by m anufacture 
was $1,044,182,000 in 19**9 and $812,- 
HttN.OOO in 19**4, an increase of $231,- 
574,000, or 28 per cent. 
This 
item 
formed 40 per te n t of the total value 
of products in 19t*9 and 42 per cent 
in 1904. 
The value added by matin 
faeture represents the difference he 
tween the cost of m aterials used and 
the value of products after ‘^ e m a n u ­ 
facturing processes have been expend­ 
ed upon them. 
The salaries and wages am ounted 
to $566,524,000 in 1909 and $441,239,000 
In 1904, an Increase of $125,294,000, or 
28 per cent. 
The num ber of salaried officials and 
clerks was 94,885 in 1909 and 60,081 
In 1904, an increase of 28,804 or 44 j*er 
cent. 
Top average num ber of wage earn 
ors employed during the year was 
877.343 in 1909 and 763,282 in 19**4, 
an increase of 114,261 or 15 per ceut.

Tem ple Iron company a cotnbinatiin 
in restraint of trade and enjoining 
their continuance as such. 
The governm ent's appeal is from 
that part of the decree of the circuit 
court dism issing that portion of the 
governm ent's petition which charged 
that the defendant railroad and coal 
com panies w ere parties to a general 
conspiracy to monopolise the produc­ 
tion of a n th racite coal, its tran sp o rta­ 
tion and to control its price and sale. 
The governm ent further alleges that 
contracts m ade by the railroads and 
their affiliated coal companies with In­ 
dependent coal operators were in vio­ 
lation of the Sherm an act and that the 
petition was im properly dism issed as 
to them. 
A specific instance of alleged illegal

No Casualties Reported In Fleet. 


Rome, Italy, Oct. 5.—A report has 
beer, received in this city to the effect 
that the city a f Tripoli, which was un­ 
der bombardment, has surrendered to 
the Italian forces. 
An account of the bombardment of 
Tripoli saps: 
‘ At 3 p. rn. on Oct. 3 Vice Admiral 
Faravelii 
signalled to th© 
cruisers 
Varese, Giuseppe Garibaldi and Fran­ 
cesco Ferruccio that the bombardment 
was about to begin. These, with the 
battleship Benedetto Brim, the flag 
ship, steamed within two kilometers 
of the town. The Garibaldi, at 3.30 p 
rn., fired first, and six well placed 
shells .struck the governor's jfalace. 
Immediately 
the 
palace 
and 
the 
Amelia and sultan s forts replied with 
fifteen centimetre guns. Their aim was 
Lad aud the shells fell wide of their 
marks. 
"Then the Varese 
and 
Francesco 
Ferruccio fired at the fortifiesUon*. 
the lighthouse and elsewhere. These 
replied wi h small guns. The consu­ 
lates flew their national flags and the 
forts the crescent. 
"After an hour the lighthouse col 
lapsed into ruins. The Italian fire be­ 
came heavier and that of the Turks 
more feeble. Many guns were seen to 
be dismounted and the palac e was ae- 
verely 
battered. 
The central forts 
ceased firing at 5 p rn., but the outer 
forts continued a better directed fire. 
"On the morning of Oct. 4 the bom­ 
bardment was resumed. It was heavier 
than the day before, hut the outer 
forts had been reduced to mins and 
were unable to reply. The Turks had 
removed their guns to the heights be­ 
yond the town and reopened fire from 
there. They were, however, dispersed 
by shrapnel from the fleet and fled in 
all directions. 
"The first white flags then began to 
appear. 
The Italian* are now prepar­ 
ing to land 4000 men from the war­ 
ships. 
"The fleet wa* unharmed, the Turk­ 
ish projectiles all falling wide of the 
battleships There were no casualties 
In the fleet during the bombardment 
"The warships confined their fire, so 
far as (Missible, to the forts of the pal 
ace, and were careful to spare private 
buildings 
The 
destruction of the 
lighthouse was necessary because It 
was adjacent to the fort which kept 
up Its fire. 
"Numbers of daring Arabs watched 
the spectacle from the minarets that 
surround the town.” 
Hear Admiral Aubrey, in command 
of the Italian fleet, reports that he 
spared all the consultea, 
hospitala, 
churches, monasteries and convents, 
aiming only at the fortifications. Dis­ 
crimination wa* made with 
relative 
ease. as the range of the TurkiRh can­ 
non was so short that the ships were 
enabled to approach the city closely 
and so take accurate aim. 
The 
bombardment was protracted 
l>ec aune of the extreme care to avoid 
useless bloodshed and to respect the 
homes 
of 
non-combatants and the 
mosques. 
Moreover, the firing was at 
long intervals, as Admiral Aubrey and 
Vice Admiral Faravelii expected at 
any moment to see the white flag run 
up. indicating a desire to surrender. 
Admiral Aubrey ordered that the 
ship- abstain from using guns of the 
largest caliber, as they were unneces­ 
sary. From the battleships the offic ers 
could plainly see the effect of their 
shots aud realized that in a few hours 
all the forts might be dismantled and 
their batteries silenced. This, however, 
would be at the cost of the lives of 
all of the defenders, a result which 
the fleet was trying to avoid. Scarcely 
any of the population remains in Tri­ 
poli, the city having been abandoned 
Immediately when the bombardment 
began.
